The Fair at Slorklon-Bares. 
S tockton, September 30th.—The Park was 
crowded to-day, and the races were of an un­ 
usually interesting character. The Board of 
Directors of the State Agricultural Associa­ 
tion were present. Many visitors from Sac­ 
ramento and San Francisco were also in 
attendance. Governor Perkins is Expected 
tomorrow. 
The first contest was a running race 
for a sjiecial purse of 8150, free for all three- 
year-olds in the district, mile aud repeat. 
The entries were: .Jack Gowdy, Picnic, 
Relie Girard, Lena R. All the entries were 
Joe Daniels’stock except Jack Gowdy, by 
Leinster. In the first heat Belle Girard drew 
the pole. Jack Gowdy second, Lena R. third, 
and Picnic on the outside. The horses got 
away on the first scoring. 
Belle Girard won 
the heat, Lena li. second, Picnic a had third, 
Jack Gowdy distanced. Time, 
In the 
second heat the horses got away again the 
first time, and it was one of the prettiest 
heats ever run on the course. Belle Girard 
and Lena R. went round the course so close 
that a blanket could have covered them both. 
Picnic, who had changed riders, dropped be­ 
hind soon after the start, and at the end of 
the mile was distanced. The half mile was 
made in :50J. The excitement as Lena and 
Belle came down the homestretch was in­ 
tense. Both drivers applied the whip and 
the horses came under the wire together. 
Time 1:50.J. The judges declared the heat a 
dead one, although some persons on the stand 
affirmed that Lena R.was half a neck ahead;

broke, an 1 Crown Point took the lead and 
won the heat in 2:29, with Volunteer a close 
second and Cassie Mack a bad third. Iu the 
second heat Crown Point led from the score. 
Volunteer losing ground on the turn by bad 
work. At the half-mile pole Volunteer was 
in a fair way to get the lead, bot again left 
his feet. Coming down the home-strctch, 
Crown Point and Volunteer were neek and 
neck, Crown Point winning in 2:263- with 
Volunteer a close second, and Cassie Mack 
distanced. In the third heat. Crown Point 
seemed a little lame, while Volunteer was in 
better condition, apparently, than he was in 
the previous heats. Crown Point broke on 
the first turn, and was passed by Volunteer. 
After passing the quarter, Crown Point 
gained a little, but, breaking badly on the 
backstreteb, fell hopelessly behind, and Vol­ 
unteer won easily.

W hat he deserved to be lynched 
for was the high crime and misdemeanor 
of having taken the affidavits of 007 
voters that they had all put Republican 
tickets in the ballot-box, and that they 
had all been counted out.

They placed in a closed 
steel tube lined with copper a mixture of 
potash, alumina aud an excess of amor­ 
phous silica, water being present.

exposing the tube to a dark red heat for 
periods varying from 14 to 3S hours, they 
found that almost the entire quantity of 
silica was crystallized, small, quite fully 
«leveloped individual crystals being ob­ 
tained also.

Northern Pacific B ailroad—Annual Re­ 
port. 
N e w Y 'o rk , September 30th.—The annual 
report of the Northern Pacific Railroad shows 
that the total number of miles operated dur­ 
ing the past year was 722, against 647 during 
the previous year. 
The gross earnings were 
$2,230,181 8 L, against $1.406.210 65 last year; 
expenditures. $1,521,093 25, leaving a balance 
of $709,188 60. 
There was spent during the 
year for improvements, developments and 
equipments, $514,962 99 ; 
interest, $159,­ 
537 26, making a total, in addition to the 
operating expenses, rentals and taxes, of 
$674,500 25. 
The report states that the com­ 
pany intend to build a new bridge across the 
Missouri river at Bismarck. 
They have also 
concluded 
a favorable contract with the 
Western Union and Northwestern Telegraph 
Companies to put a line of wire along the 
road, the railroad company to pay one-third 
of the cost and retain one-third of the gross 
receipts; also, to have their own telegraph 
business transmitted free up to a certain 
amount, the remaiuder to be operated at 
half rates. 
The contract is to remain in 
force for a period of fifteeu years. 
The re­ 
port also states that the Lake Superior Ele­ 
vator Company have established eleven new 
grain elevators along the line of the road, in­ 
cluding one at Duluth, with a capacity of 
1,000,000 bushels. 
Emigration agencies have 
been established at Liverpool, New York, 
Philadelphia, Boston and Chicago. 
Accord­ 
ing to the Treasurer’s report the preferred 
stock of the company had been reduced on 
June 10-h last by proceeds from sales of 
lands, $43,412,615 12, of which there was in 
the treasury as an asset $4,111.830 10, leav­ 
ing in circulation $39,100,818 02. 
The bonds 
outstanding amounted at the above date to 
$3,881,834 41, of which there have been since 
sold about $520,000. 
Tbe Treasurer reports 
that almoBt the entire 0 mting debt will be 
retired this year. 
There are still to be com­ 
pleted several divisions of the road, includ­ 
ing one of 120 miles from Thompson’s Inlet, 
in Wisconsin, to the Montreal river. 
When 
these are finished it is stated that the com­ 
pany will have in operation 1.2031 miles of 
road, and have title to 17,500,000 acres of 
land.

Narrative o f Suffering mid 
Outrage. 


C h ic a g o , September 30th.—William Ren- 
nell, of Chicago, was taken to the County 
Hospital this afternoon, and in snch condition 
that his recovery is very doubtful. 
He tells 
a story of terrible outrage and suffering. 
According to his narrative, he went to the 
Hot Springs about a year ago, and last June, 
bting only partially recovered, went to Mem­ 
phis. 
He was soon out of money and obliged 
to leave his hotel, and for seventeen day- 
wandered through the swamps about Mem­ 
phis, occasionally getting a little help from 
the negroes. 
He finally retured to Memphis, 
and being arrested was put in the city prison 
and kept for forty days. 
When he asked for 
water the attendants would sometimes ploy 
on him with the hose, and when he cried out 
they ‘■hackled him to the floor. A negro waiter 
helped him to escape from prison, and while 
still delirious he was taken to the county 
poorhnuse, fed on abominable fond, maltreat­ 
ed in every way, and his condition rendered 
worse than before.

Memphis prison, where his perseculions were 
renewe I.

THE LEPERS. 


A W hite E le p h an t on th e H ands o f th e 
C ity B oard of H ealth. 


The question of disposing of the two cases 
of leprosy now iu Chinatown Í3 etiJ in pro­ 
cess of solution, but does not seem to be read, 
ily solved. 
Some time since the Board of 
H ealth examined into the case of a leper 
then reported, and iesolved th at it should be 
removed from the c*ty. 
Shortly after the 
Mayor, accompanied by a representative of 
the R e c o k d - U h i g n and an interpreter, vis­ 
ited the leper at the place where he stays, un­ 
derneath the Fairchild rookery, at H urd ana 
I streets, and u full account of his condition 
and the case was given in these columns. 
There was then but one there afflicted with 
the disease, but his case was the most forbid­ 
ding and abject both as to his physical con­ 
dition and the pestilential surroundings. 
A t 
th at time the H ealth Officer had been in­ 
formed, and it was understood by the Board 
of Health, th at the leper would soon leave 
the city of his own accord, and one object of 
ftie visit of the Mayor was to ascertain how 
soon he would leave. 
Upon conversation 
with him, through the interpreter, he stated 
th at he would go as soou as he could collect 
in money—some three or four hundred dol­ 
lars—which he had loaned out to Chinatown 
merchants, and promised that if he was al­ 
lowed to remain three or four mouths he 
would then leave the city, 
ih e M ayor 
urged the necessity of his g*>ing sooner, but 
he said he could not, but would promptly at 
the time specified. 
The representatives of 
tw o of the Chinese companies were also con­ 
sulted, and the one to which the leper belongs 
promised to do all he could to get him re­ 
moved in less than the ninety days. 
It 
seemed to the Board clearly advisable to get 
rid of the case, if possible, by letiing the man 
go away of his own m >tion, as he had prom­ 
ised to do, and further action was postponed. 
M eantime another leper came 
upon the 
sc^ne and took up quarters and ^companion­ 
ship with the former one. 
The disease in the 
case of the last one is not so advanced a 
stage as the other, but it is active and fast 
dt»ing its deadly work. 
W hen the period of 
three months had nearly expired they were 
visited by the Board of Health, to tee that 
the promise of leaving was cirried out, and 
when the time had arrived they did not go, 
and sought for further delay. The Board then 
sought to compel them to go, aud ordered 
them to leave within tv o weeks. 
A t the end 
of th at time they were still here to receive 
another notice, and this time they were 
ordered to leave within ten days, or they 
would lie arrested. 
This was given out with 
an authoritative air and firmness th at was in­ 
tended to carry dismay into the leprous 
camp, and asthelast re-ort, stimulate to action, 
hut it proved only a double back-action joke 
upon the Board ; 
for the lepers they not 
stayed as usual, but no one would dare to take 
the fatally diseased beings in hand, and there 
was no place to put them after they should 
be arrested. 
Arriving at this condition of 
affairs the Board of H ealth sent a communi­ 
cation to the Board of Supervisors at its ses­ 
sion last week, requesting th at it provide a 
place and means for their maintenance and 
care. 
The Board of Supervisors asked the 
opinion of the D istrict A ttorney as to the 
power and duty of the Board iu th e premises, 
which was given as follows: 
To the Hon. Board of Supervisors—Gentlemen : 
I am in receipt of your official communication ask­ 
ing for information concerning the proper disposi­ 
tion to be made of the cases of two Chinamen re- 
jKirted to the Board of Health as being affected 
with leprosy. In reply, I respectfully submit to 
your honorable body that under Section 2952 of the 
Political Code ample power is conferred upon 
Boards of Supervisors to provide quarters w herein 
persons affected with the disease known as leprosy 
may be confined, and thus be prevented from living 
in ordinary intercourse with the people of this State. 
The portion of the Political Code to which reference 
is had is quoted, as follows, to w it: “ It shall not be 
lawful for lepers, or persons affected with leprosy or 
elephantiasis, to live in ordinary intercourse with 
the population of this State ; but all such persons 
shall be compelled to inhabit such lazarettos or 
leprous quarters as may he assigned to them by 
the Board of Supervisors of the city or county iu 
which they shall be domiciled or settled ; and the 
B ard of Supervisors are vested with power and are 
required to make all necessary previsions for the 
separación, detention and care of lepers or persons 
affected with leprosy or elephantiasis settled or 
domiciled iu their respective cities or counties. The 
superintendent or manager of all lepers’ quarters 
under this chapter shall forward quarterly state­ 
ments, showing the name, age, sex and birthplace 
of each leper in such quarter to the Secretary of 
SUte, who shall keep a proper record of n ch mat­ 
ters for the information of the public.” In addition 
to the foregoing. Article IV. of Chapter 11 of Title 
VII. of the Political Code, confers upon the Board 
of Health oi the city of Sacramento ¡tower to estab­ 
lish and locate pest hou es, and cause to be removed 
thereto persons affected with contagióos or infec­ 
t ous diseases ; and this Article having been by the 
Board of Tru-tees re-enacted in the shape of a city 
ordinance, fully empowers the Board of Health to 
establish separate quarters for the care of lepers. 
Respectf ill}' submitted.

Upon the receipt of this communication 
from the D istrict Attorney, the Board of Su­ 
pervisors referred the same to the Board of 
Health, with the statem ent th at it seemed to 
be the duty of the Board of Trastees and the 
city to take care of the cases referred to, in­ 
stead of its being d >ne by the county. 
The 
m atter was then referred to the Board of Trus­ 
tees and th at body called upon the City 
A ttorney for his opinion in the premises, 
which was yesterday subm itted, and is as 
follows: 
To the Board of Trustees of the City of Facnt 
meuto—Gentlemen : Your communication relating 
to the proper disposition * f persons affected with 
leprosy i-i at hand. In my judgment, under Section 
2952 of the Political Code* it is inmdatory upon the 
Board of Su|>t*rvisors to make | revision for the sep­ 
aration, detention and care of persons affected with 
lepresv. It was the evident intention of the law­ 
making power to make an exception and distinction 
in cases of leprosy, or elephantiasis, from other 
contagious or infectious diseases, and in this cla-s 
of cases to impose the entire responsibility upon the 
Board of Supervisors. The language of the section 
is: “ The Board of Supervisors are vested with 
power and are required to make a?l provisions for 
the separation, detention and care of le; era or 
i e reo us affected with leprosy, or elephautiasi»*, set­ 
tled or domiciled in their res;»ective counties” 
Sections 8044 and 3045 of the Political Code, in 
connection with Sccti. n 2, Chapter IV., Ordinance 
No. 17 and Ordinance No. 100, of this city, give the 
board of Health a general supervision over all mat­ 
ters Dertaining to the public health, and empowers 
such Board to locate and establish pest hou at g f<«r 
those having a contagious or infectious disease. Of 
course, under these broad powers the Board of 
Health could provide for any class of contagious or 
infectious di-vase 
But inasmuch as the Legislature 
has particularly singled out leprosy or elephantiasis 
from all other diseases, and made it the special duty 
of the Board < f Supervisors to provide for the sep­ 
aration, detention and care of those affected there­ 
with, 1 derm it tne duty of the Board of Health to 
report all cas h of leprosy or • leph&ntimsi-* to the 
B< ard of Supervisors tar their actiou. Very respect­

This follows the m eandering of the case up 
to last evening, and the next probable action 
very probably will be a reference of the m at­ 
ter to the Board ot Supervisors. 
It is not 
considered by either the city or county a 
pleasant obligation to assume to take charge 
of the lepers and provide quarters, attendants 
and support f r them during the remaining 
fieriod of their lives, as of c urse it would be. 
It is claim d th at if the present pest-house, 
beyond the County Hospital, was used for 
then), it would have to le abandoned for other 
classes of cases and an >ther one built, if 
needed. 
Besides, the question of jurisdiction, 
it is thought, m ight l.-e a i>eiplexbg oue iu 
case the city was to be called upon to provide 
fi r them, since a pest-hou.se within the city 
limits w mid clearly be a nuisance and could 
not be allowed ; while if it were located out­ 
side the city lines the city authorities would 
have co jurisdiction over it and the legality 
• f appropriations to m aintain it might be 
brought ia question.

— The 
story which reaches us from Santa Bart.ara 
of the assassination of Theodore Glancey, 
editor of the Press, by Clarence Gray, 
seems to be characterised by special feat­ 
ures of atrocity. 
After

Glancey's editorials, we fail to see the 
slightest excuse for his murder by Gray, if 
murder can ever be excusable. 
The grav­ 
est implication made against Mr. Oray, 
and th at w ithout naming him, was that 
“ the decent people of Santa Barbara 
county will not subm it to having the offi­ 
cers of the law chosen from among hood­ 
lums and the law-breakers.” To remove 
any doubt of his belonging to these classes, 
Mr. Gray meets a notably inoffensive edi­ 
tor and inflicts upon him wounds from 
which lie has since died. 
At the most, the 
editorial passage hardly justified a tisticuff 
rencounter, though it has been made the 
basis of a tragedy. 
Mr. Glancey was well 
known in J.os Angeles ; and he was, to a 
remarkable degree, a well-meaning and in­ 
offensive citizen. 
As lie had resided in 
Santa Barbara but a few weeks, be could 
not have been actuated by personal malice 
in his general editorial remarks, which 
makes the whole episode the more lamenta­ 
ble. 
A few moments’ bad temper has thus 
resulted in the death of one man and the 
irretrievable ruiu of another.—[Los An­ 
geles Herald.
